Secretary's  Minutes 


Saturday,  October  18,  1969,  Cogswell  Hall  Auditorium 

The  fall  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  General  Alumni  As- 
sociation of  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  was  held  on  Saturday, 
October  18,  1969,  in  Cogswell  Hall  Auditorium  at  9:30  a.m.  The  Presi- 
dent, Dorothy  A.  Ramale,  presided  and  extended  greetings. 

Dr.  Hassler  stated  that  he  was  pleased  with  the  fine  representation 
at  his  second  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council,  expressed  his  apprecia- 
tion for  alumni  support  of  various  facets  of  the  University  program  and 
wished  for  all  a  pleasant  day. 

Miss  Ramale  introduced  Mrs.  Hassler  and  the  recently  elected  offi- 
cers of  the  association — Nancy  Myers,  Vice-President,  and  Mrs.  Audrey 
Vogan  Johnson,  Secretary.  She  also  introduced  Mrs.  Olive  Folger,  who 
had  served  Indiana  as  dietitian  for  25  years,  retired  in  1958,  and  was 
on  campus  as  a  special  guest  of  the  football  men  of  the  late  1930's. 
President  Ramale  stated  that  "work  is  the  foundation  of  happiness  and 
success"  and  that  Mary  L.  Esch  and  Paula  Jerto  were  responsible  for  the 
successful  operation  of  the  alumni  office. 

Mr.  John  E.  Frank,  Assistant  to  Dean  of  Men  and  formerly  of  Ar- 
lington, Virginia,  introduced  the  speaker.  Dr.  Richard  D.  Magee,  Chair- 
man of  the  Psychology  Department.  Dr.  Magee  received  his  B.A.  in  his- 
tory at  Temple  University  and  his  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  in  psychology  at  the 
University  of  London.  He  was  an  instructor  at  Temple  for  four  (4)  years, 
served  for  seven  (7)  years  as  Assistant  Associate  Professor  at  Lebanon 
Valley  College  and  has  been  a  professor  at  Indiana  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania for  the  last  two  (2)  years.

(5)  Where  will  the  money  for  such  programs  come  from? 

Miss  Ramale  recognized  Dr.  Arthur  F.  Nicholson,  Dean  of  the  School 
of  Continuing   Education   and   Projects  Chairman   of  The  General  Alumni 
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Association,  and  Mr.  Samuel  Furgiueie,  Director  of  Public  Relations  and 
editor  of  the  Alumni  News  Bulletin.  She  informed  the  group  that  AArs. 
Sally  Johnson  and  Dr.  Pratt  were  absent  because  of  illness.  She  then 
asked  that  all  rise  and  bow  their  heads  in  silence  in  memory  of  Helen 
M.  Brennan  and  Senator  A.  R.  Pechan  whose  recent  deaths  were  a  very 
great  loss  to  friends  at  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania,  colleagues, 
and  relatives. 

President  Ramale  thanked  Dr.  Magee  for  his  informative  lecture 
concerning  the  underprivileged.  She  stated  that  reports  from  the  organ- 
ized units  of  The  General  Alumni  Association  would  be  heard  at  the  next 
Executive  Council  meeting  on  May  23,  1970.

Beginning  with  a  9:00  registration  in  Leonard  Hall,  lUP's  alumni 
found  a  full  schedule  of  events  for  the  25th  edition  of  Indiana  University 
of  Pennsylvania's  homecoming  festivities. 

After  a  pre-porode  brunch  in  Foster  Hall,  the  alumni  joined  the  stu- 
dent body  and  community  in  lining  Indiana's  streets  for  the  annual 
parade  composed  of  some  32  floats  and  nearly  25  bands.

Dr.  Arthur  F.  Nicholson,  lUP  Dean, 
Suffers  Fatal  Heart  Attack  at  Work 
Was  Alumni  President  Two  Terms 

Dr.  Arthur  F.  Nicholson,  dean  of  the  School  of  Continuing  Educa- 
tion at  Indiana  University  and  the  1969  recipient  of  the  General  Alumni 
Association's  Citation  for  Distinguished  Service  passed  away  Thursday, 
November  13,  after  suffering  on  apparent  heart  attack  v/hile  at  v/ork  in 
his  university  office  on  Wednesday,  November  12.  He  was  52. 

A  public  school  teacher,  university  professor  and  administrator  over 
a  31 -year  span.  Dr.  Nicholson  spent  all  but  three  years  of  his  profes- 
sional life  in  public  schools  in  Indiana  County  and  at  Indiana  University. 

A  native  of  Yatesboro  in  Armstrong  County,  he  received  his  bache- 
lor of  science  degree  in  education  at  Indiana  in  1938,  taking  his  masters 
and  doctorate  in  education  at  Pennsylvania  State  University  and  New 
York  University,  respectively. 

Dr.  Nicholson  began  his  teaching  career  in  1938,  and  came  to  In- 
diana High  School  as  an  English  teacher  from  1942-1948. 

He  joined  the  professional  staff  of  Indiana  University  in  1948  as  the 
university's  first  full-time  public  relations  director.  Dr.  Nicholson  resigned 
this  position  in  1963,  becoming  a  professor  of  English  at  Shippensburg 
State  College,  but  returned  to  Indiana  one  year  later  to  become  a  mem- 
ber of  the  university's  administrative  staff. 

Active  in  radio,  television,  newspaper  and  community  activities.  Dr. 
Nicholson  is  listed  in  Who's  Who  in  American  Education,  Who's  Who  in 
Public  Relations  International  and  was  a  member  of  Phi  Delta  Kappa 
honorary  fraternity  for  men  in  education,  Alphi  Phi  Gamma  honorary 
journalism  fraternity.  Kappa  Delta  Pi  education-social  fraternity  and  the 
American  College  Quill  Club. 

Dr.  Nicholson  served  on  both  the  board  of  directors  and  the  execu- 
tive committee  of  the  University  Foundation  and  was  past  president  of 
the  General  Alumni  Association.  He  was  active  in  the  University-Com- 
munity Summer  Theater  Guild  Committee,  PSEA,  NEA,  alumni  affairs  and 
was  a  member  of  numerous  professional  organizations. 

When  presented  the  General  Alumni  Association  15th  Annual  Cita- 
tion for  Distinguished  Service,  Dr.  Nicholson  was  cited  as  representative 
of  "the  high  ideals  and  standards  for  which  Indiana  University  stands." 

Among  his  immediate  survivors  are  his  wife,  Dorothy  Hancock  Nich- 
olson; a  daughter,  Mrs.  Robert  (Elizabeth  Ann)  Ray  of  Shippensburg  and 
two  grandchildren. 


Editor's  Note: 

Dr.  William  W.  Hassler  was  formally  inaugurated  15th  President  of 
Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  on  Friday,  October  10,  1969,  Princi- 
pal speaker  for  the  occasion  v/as  Dr.  Calvert  N.  Ellis,  President  Emeritus 
of  Juniata  College,  Huntingdon,  Pennsylvania.  Dr.  Ellis'  address  and  Dr. 
Hassler's  response  are  printed  below  for  the  benefit  of  the  many  alumni 
who  were  not  able  to  attend  in  person  the  Inaugural  Ceremonies,  as  well 
as  for  the  many  others  who  have  asked  for  copies  of  the  talks. 

Inaugural  Address 
Dr.  Calvert  N.  Ellis 

President  Hassler,  Honored  Guests: 

It  is  a  distinct  pleasure  for  me  to  share  this  occasion  with  you.  Presi- 
dent Hassler,  you  have  been  called  to  the  leadership  of  this  university  at 
a  critical  time  in  the  history  of  higher  education  in  America  but  I  am  con- 
fident that  you  will  be  equal  to  the  challenge.  All  about  us  today  we  see 
the  evidence  of  the  great  effort  expended  by  President  Pratt  and  the 
Commonwealth  in  building  here  an  institution  of  which  every  citizen  of 
the  Commonwealth  can  be  proud. 

However,  I  say  regretfully,  what  we  have  done  in  the  past,  whether 
at  the  small  private  college  or  the  large  public  university  will  not  be  ad- 
equate for  the  years  ahead.  Not  only  are  the  students  asking  questions, 
but  donors  and  legislatures  are  becoming  reluctant.  For  the  past  quarter 
of  a  century — twenty  five  years — since  World  War  II — the  citizens  of  our 
country  have  had  a  great  faith  in  education.  They  have  provided  unbe- 
lievable sums  of  money  for  new  school  buildings,  higher  salaries  and 
many  forms  of  student  aid, — from  school  lunch  programs  to  opportunity 
grants  for  college  students.  Now  a  wave  of  disillusionment  has  taken 
over.  Students,  teachers  and  tax  payers — all  wonder  and  question! 

To  me  this  represents  a  great  opportunity!  This  is  a  time  of  acceler- 
ating change  and  many  people  wish  to  understand  it.  As  one  of  the 
world's  largest  nations  we  have  attempted  universal  education  as  no 
other  nation  has.  Unfortunately,  although  techniques  and  tools  have 
changed,  we  still  try  to  give  the  many  an  education  devised  for  the  few. 
We  put  the  emphasis  on  passing  courses  and  getting  degrees  but  those 
who  do  often  do  not  find  doors  open.  We  have  not  grasped  the  signifi- 
cance of  the  knowledge  explosion  which  makes  it  impossible  for  a  single 
human  mind  to  encompass  even  a  small  part  of  knowledge.  We  do  not 
know  how  to  measure  the  influence  of  television  on  our  children  or  how 
computers  and  information  banks  will  really  assist  us. 

I  do  not  know  a  time  when  the  higher  education  community  had  a 
greater  challenge  or  when  there  was  such  an  opportunity  for  leader- 
ship. In  his  book,  "Beyond  the  Chains  of  Illusion",  Erich  Fromm  says  of 


the  educational  ideal:  "I  believe  that  education  means  to  acquaint  the 
young  with  the  best  heritage  of  the  human  race.  But  while  much  of  this 
heritage  is  expressed  in  words,  it  is  effective  only  if  those  words  become 
reality  in  the  person  of  the  teacher  and  in  the  practice  and  structure  of 
society.  Only  the  idea  which  has  materialized  in  the  flesh  can  influence 
man:  The  idea  which  remains  a  word  only  changes  words." 

This  is  the  challenge  because  this  is  what  I  hear  the  Now  generation 
saying!  Too  often  our  teaching  is  only  words.  It  is  not  a  part  of  us — it  is 
an  objective  examination  of  true-false  questions  prepared  by  someone 
else  and  corrected  by  a  machine.  The  entire  process  is  dehumanized! 
Last  week  in  an  Ohio  college  newspaper  I  read  a  freshman  reaction  to 
Orientation:  "In  a  sequence  of  actions  as  could  be  seen  in  a  meat  pro- 
cessing plant,  we  were  booked  by  a  photographer,  bored  in  the  arm 
with  a  needle  by  a  nurse  who  took  pleasure  in  seeing  football  players 
grimace,  bothered  by  people  who  could  not  find  our  names  even  though 
we  repeated  them  three  times  and  spelled  them  twice,  bombed  with  mim- 
eographed sheets,  and  baited  by  fast-talking,  socially  maladjusted  up- 
perclassmen." 

This  is  not  so  different  from  the  procedures  millions  of  American 
youth  have  experienced  in  university  and  military  service.  But  this  gen- 
eration in  university  and  army  are  revolting — they  want  to  be  treated  as 
human  beings!  They  want  to  know  what  the  words  mean  and  whether 
administrators  and  professors  are  really  interested  in  them  as  persons. 
Are  we  so  anxious  to  get  to  the  golf  course — to  our  garden  or  our 
private  research — that  students  interfere  with  our  personal  pursuits?  This 
is  th^  challenge!  Must  we  accept  the  fact  that  the  higher  the  professor's 
salary  the  less  students  he  sees?  When  will  we  break  out  of  the  lock- 
step  of  innane  questionnaires  on  multitudinous  trivia  as  evidence  of 
scholarship? 

As  a  long  time  administrator  and  a  member  of  the  committee  which 
two  years  ago  drew  up  the  paper  on  Student  Rights,  accepted  by  all  as- 
sociations in  higher  education,  I  was  appalled  by  the  naivete  of  adminis- 
trators who  thought  they  could  make  decisions  without  consulting  faculty 
and  students.  The  president  who  told  me  this  took  too  much  time  recently 
to  take  a  position  in  Washington!  "The  abuses  of  faculty  and  administra- 
tive power  have  come  home  to  roost",  says  Chancellor  Gould  of  the  State 
University  of  New  York,  but  he  does  not  despair.  "Something  approxi- 
mating a  revolution  will  somehow  take  place  but  in  an  evolutionary  sort 
of  way",  says  Dr.  Gould. 

The  challenge  of  the  Now  generation  is  being  met!  Universities  are 
engaged  in  studying  their  goals  and  planning  their  future.  Faculty,  stu- 
dents, trustees  and  administrators  are  involved — this  in  itself  is  a  great 
educational  process.  Our  education  at  all  levels  from  kindergarten  to 
graduate  and  professional  school  will  become  more  relevant,  interesting 
and  rewarding.  New  techniques  will  be  devised  to  save  time  and  direct 
discussion.  I  believe  we  can  humanize  this  most  important  of  all  endeav- 
ors and  save  our  society  from  decay. 

My  first  comment  this  afternoon  has  been  the  challenge  of  acceler- 


ating  educational  change.  My  second  is  a  question  I  Are  we  aware  of 
the  power  of  self-education  and  continuing  education?  Are  we  teaching 
our  students  to  learn — the  love  of  learning — not  simply  accumulating 
credits  for  a  salary  raise?  When  we  have  more  opportunities  for  learn- 
ing than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  mankind — paperbacks,  art  muse- 
ums, symphonies,  educational  television  and  foreign  travel — why  do  so 
many  college  graduates  in  middle  age  report  that  life  is  dull? 

Arnold  Toynbee  is  not  only  a  great  historian,  he  is  a  perceptive  ed- 
ucator. To  quote  him,  "The  first  step  toward  self-education  should  be  to 
make  the  child  aware  of  the  unpalatable  truth  that  we  do  not  know,  and 
are  unlikely  to  know,  the  answers  to  the  questions  that  are  of  the  great- 
est concern  to  us — e.g.  Why  are  we  here?  What  is  man's  destiny,  indi- 
vidually and  collectively?  The  child  will  have  to  be  made  aware  that 
even  those  questions  that  can  be  answered  can  seldom  be  answered  sat- 
isfactorily. A  child  must  learn  these  awkward  truths  and  must  summon 
up  the  moral  courage  to  live  with  them  before  it  can  begin  to  become 
independent  intellectually — and  intellectual  independence  at  the  earliest 
age  should  be  the  objective  of  education.  The  pupil  should  transform 
himself  into  a  self-teacher,  and  the  teacher  should  transform  himself  first 
into  a  stimulator  and  then  into  a  consultant.  This  will  be  better  not  only 
for  the  students  but  for  the  faculty.  It  will  relieve  the  pressure  under 
which  the  members  of  university  faculties  are  now  laboring,  while  at  the 
same  time  establishing  a  more  satisfactory  relation  between  the  two 
parties. 

"In  other  words,  the  initiative  should  be  transferred  to  the  student 
himself  at  the  earliest  practicable  stage,  and  this  stage  should  be 
reached  well  before  the  end  of  secondary  education.  A  life-long  course 
of  mental  self-education  will  lengthen  the  expectation  of  effective  mental 
life,  because  it  will  prevent  the  mental  arteries  from  hardening." 

I  have  quoted  Arnold  Toynbee  at  length  because  he  has  said  it  so 
much  better  than  I  could  say  it.  To  him  "Intellectual  independence  at  the 
earliest  possible  age  should  be  the  objective  of  education."  Then  the 
person  will  have  the  initiative  to  continue  searching  and  will  pursue  "a 
life-long  course  of  mental  self-education."  I  wonder  if  we  individually 
are  on  this  journey — or  are  we  holding  down  a  job  and  blaming  stu- 
dents for  not  responding? 

In  my  early  teaching  experience  I  was  confident  I  had  something  to 
transmit  and  I  was  not  too  concerned  about  participation.  But  I  was 
wrong!  The  students  who  really  learned,  often  did  so  in  spite  of  me.  The 
learning  experience  was  always  exciting  to  me  but  I  was  the  teacher  of 
students  rather  than  the  stimulator  and  consultant. 

My  first  comment  was  the  challenge  of  accelerating  educational 
change.  My  second  was  the  question  whether  we  really  understood 
learning  as  a  continuing  process  built  upon  intellectual  independence. 
My  final  word  is  a  concern! 

Many  faculty  and  students  are  so  wrapped  up  in  social  action  or 
sensitivity  in  personal  relations  that  they  forget  the  primary  responsibility 
of  the  university.  "At  its  heart,  the  university  is  a  center  for  thought  and 
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in  that  fact  finds  its  coherence  and  direction",  says  President  Goheen  of 
Princeton.  "Just  as  the  distinctive  thing  about  man,  which  separates  him 
from  other  gregarious  animals,  is  his  capacity  for  reasoned  thought,  so 
the  university's  basic  commitment  to  thought  distinguishes  it  essentially 
from  other  institutions." 

it  is  my  concern  that  in  all  our  efforts  to  integrate  learning  and  liv- 
ing we  not  forget  that  our  distinction  is  the  capacity  for  rational  thought. 
It  may  be  true  as  someone  has  said,  "Universities  are  grov/ing  knowl- 
edge-rich and  understanding-poor."  But  this  is  no  mandate  to  forsake 
rational  reflection  for  emotional  explosion!  On  many  campuses  a  militant 
minority  is  convinced  that  only  the  present  moment  counts — they  are  not 
concerned  with  the  past  or  the  future.  The  existentialists  are  popular  and 
psychology  and  sociology  enrollments  balloon! 

The  revolution  of  the  Now  generation  has  opened  our  eyes  to  many 
things.  We  are  aware  of  massive  social  injustice  and  anxious  to  get  out 
of  Vietnam.  To  live  together  in  peace  and  to  preserve  the  natural  en- 
vironment are  laudable  aims  for  men.  But  they  are  not  the  central  re- 
sponsibility of  the  university.  There  is  no  substitute  for  reasoned  thought. 

Thought,  however,  does  not  take  place  in  a  vacuum.  There  must  be 
dialogue,  evidence  and  inference.  It  is  no  accident  that  libraries  have 
been  the  measure  of  a  university.  This  may  change  but  without  knowing 
what  others  have  thought  and  done  another  generation  may  be  con- 
demned to  relive  what  they  refused  to  heed.  The  classroom  may  disap- 
pear and  students  may  scatter  over  the  earth  but  unless  they  have  ideas 
and  creative  inferences  to  contribute  it  will  not  be  a  productive  educa- 
tion. ' 

There  is  a  significant  paragraph  in  the  Chapter  entitled  "Saved"  in 
"The  Autobiography  of  Malcolm  X"  where  he  says.-  "I  have  often  re- 
flected upon  the  new  vistas  that  reading  opened  to  me.  I  knew  right 
there  in  prison  that  reading  had  changed  forever  the  course  of  my  life. 
As  I  see  it  today,  the  ability  to  read  awoke  inside  me  some  long  dormant 
craving  to  be  mentally  alive  .  .  .  My  homemade  education  gave  me,  with 
every  additional  book  that  I  read,  a  little  bit  more  sensitivity  to  the  deaf- 
ness, dumbness  and  blindness  that  was  afflicting  the  black  race  in  Amer- 
ica. Not  long  ago,  an  English  writer  telephoned  me  from  London,  asking 
questions.  One  was,  "What's  your  Alma  Mater?"  I  told  him,  "Books". — 
"We  will  suffer  many  painful  hangups  if  we  think  we  can  change  the 
world  without  understanding  it,  or  understand  it  without  study,  or  study 
it  without  books."  Acquiring  an  education  has  never  been  easy,  and 
planning  the  education  of  others  has  always  been  precarious.  Those  who 
have  a  sense  of  humor  and  can  laugh  at  themselves  should  be  thankful! 
Do  you  remember  "Up  the  Down  Staircase"?  My  concern  is  that  the  Now 
generation  often  forgets  the  discipline  necessary  for  learning.  Mercy, 
justice  and  integrity  have  always  been  human  characteristics  and  are 
still  possible  even  in  an  increasingly  unpredictable  and  violent  world. — 

We  in  education  should  have  a  most  satisfying  life.  We  live  with 
youth — frustrating  but  never  predictable!  They  should  stimulate  us  to 
search  and  explore.  Our  methods  and  procedures  will  change  but  no  one 


can  take  from  us  the  joy  of  seeing  a  mind  open  to  new  truth,  throw  off 
the  chains  of  illusion  and  step  forth  timidly  on  the  ground  of  intellectual 
faith.  The  University  alone  in  this  technological  age  can  save  us  from 
ourselves.  It  can  unite  all  generations  in  a  common  task  to  serve  the 
highest  human  ends. 

President  Hass'er,  we  salute  you!  We  are  confident  that  you  have 
the  strength  and  courage  for  these  days!  We  hope  that  trustees,  faculty 
and  students  will  join  to  meet  the  challenge  and  opportunity  of  the  Uni- 
versity in  the  last  decades  of  this  century.  The  Commonwealth  needs  this 
University,  but  even  more,  America  needs  the  men  and  women  who  here 
will  receive  a  vision  of  what  a  person  can  be! 

Inaugural  Response  of 
Dr.  William  W.  Hassler 

The  thing  which  stands  out  uppermost  in  my  mind  on  this  momentous 
occasion  is  the  immeasurable  blessing  which  I  enjoy  in  being  able  to 
share  this  event  with  my  parents,  my  wife,  my  children,  relatives,  and 
all  of  you  dear  people.  Then,  too,  I  am  deeply  conscious  and  apprecia- 
tive of  the  fact  that  I  was  chosen  for  this  post  from  within  by  colleagues 
and  trustees  who  knew  me  for  six  years  and  still  were  willing  to  take  a 
chance  on  me. 

Now  with  respect  to  the  brief  response  which  I  am  to  make,  I  would 
like  to  borrow  for  my  text  the  three-fold  policy  statement  which  Mr.  Lynn 
Townsend  made  several  years  ago  upon  assuming  the  management  of 
the  Chrysler  Corporation.  At  that  time  Mr.  Townsend  stated  that  he  would 
dedicate  his  efforts  toward  three  objectives:  ( 1  )  To  keep  what  was  good 
(2)  To  change  what  needed  to  be  changed,  and  (3)  To  keep  moving 
ahead.  I  personally  feel  that  these  goals  are  particularly  applicable  to 
the  University  during  this  period  of  transition. 

With  respect  to  the  first  objective,  we  surely  have  much  that  is  good 
which  we  wish  to  retain.  My  fourteen  illustrious  predecessors,  including 
Dr.  Willis  E.  Pratt  who  is  on  the  platform  with  us  today,  built  soundly 
and  extensively,  and  they  have  provided  us  with  a  rich  heritage  which 
we  cherish  and  want  to  preserve. 

Time  doesn't  permit  the  enumeration  of  all  of  these  rich  traditions 
but  let  me  select  two.  First,  is  the  emphasis  we  have  placed  throughout 
the  years  on  the  primacy  of  teaching.  This  after  all  is  our  most  essential 
function  and  certainly  in  an  era  of  student  unrest  when  students  are  de- 
manding excellence  in  teaching  we  can  give  them  no  less. 

A  second  rich  tradition  which  we  certainly  want  to  preserve  is  the 
emphasis  upon  the  individual.  John  Ciardi  the  poet  has  stated  that  a  uni- 
versity is  what  a  college  becomes  when  the  teachers  no  longer  care 
about  the  students.  This  is  a   pitfall   against  which  we  must  constantly 
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guard.  In  this  connection  I  was  delighted  to  learn  from  a  colleague  who 
spent  a  sabbatical  at  a  celebrated  west  coast  university  last  spring  that 
there  is  absolutely  no  comparison  between  the  intense  interest  shown  by 
the  faculty  at  Indiana  toward  the  students  and  lack  thereof  shown  by  the 
professors  at  this  West  Coast  institution.  Surely  we  do  not  wish  to  become 
complacent  and  we  want  to  improve  our  student-faculty  relations  even 
more,  but  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  we  have  a  stable  base  on  which 
to  build. 

Turning  now  to  the  things  which  need  to  be  changed,  I  would  like 
to  say  a  word  about  the  philosophy  of  change.  My  sentiments  on  this 
subject  have  been  stated  succinctly  by  John  W.  Gardner  in  his  recent 
book  No  Easy  Victories.  Mr.  Gardner  states  that  we  should  not  seek 
change  just  for  the  sake  of  change.  Rather,  he  says,  we  should  cause 
those  changes  to  occur  which  enrich  and  strengthen  society  rather  than 
those  which  would  fragment  and  destroy  it.  Those  are  precisely  the  ob- 
jectives which  we  desire  to  achieve  through  changes  here  at  the  univer- 
sity. 

I  would  say  that  the  major  changes  which  are  needed  at  this  insti- 
tution stem  from  our  rapid  metamorphosis  over  a  ten  year  period  from  a 
State  Teachers  College  to  a  State  College  to  an  emerging  university  and 
now  on  to  a  full  fledge  university.  Certainly  we  want  to  retain  our  em- 
phasis on  good  teaching  as  previously  mentioned.  But  in  addition  we 
have  the  responsibility  as  a  University  to  provide  broader  and  deeper 
graduate  programs,  to  engage  in  research  which  will  enrich  our  teach- 
ing, add  to  the  fund  of  knowledge,  and  provide  students  with  an  ex- 
posure to  this  fascinating  area  of  endeavor  without  becoming  a  high 
pressure  research  institution  dependent  on  outside  grants  for  our  exist- 
ence. 

We  also  now  have  added  responsibility  to  increase  our  effort  in  the 
area  of  public  service.  But  here  we  must  guard  against  becoming  a  public 
utility  by  immersing  ourselves  in  the  mainstream  of  society.  It  is  my  feel- 
ing that  the  role  of  the  University  is  more  that  of  a  feeder-spring  which 
supplies  to  the  mainstream  of  society  trained  competent  personnel  who 
can  devote  themselves  to  solving  the  problems  which  plague  us  today 
and  also  by  standing  aside — not  aloof — from  the  mainstream  the  uni- 
versity can  contribute  fresh  approaches  and  new  solutions  to  our  prob- 
lems. 

There  is  still  another  area  of  change  which  is  a  nondescript  one 
which  deals  with  the  statement  George  Wald  the  Nobel  biology  pro- 
fessor at  Harvard  recently  made  in  which  he  said  that  we  must  assure 
our  young  people  that  they  have  a  future.  Beside  that,  he  said,  nothing 
else  matters.  I  am  not  wise  enough  to  have  detailed  blueprint  as  to  how 
this  should  be  done,  but  I  would  like  to  pass  on  one  observation,  namely, 
that  we  in  the  university  do  our  utmost  to  provide  our  young  people 
with  the  type  of  training,  education,  and  philosophy  which  will  enable 
them  to  fashion  their  own  world. 

We  now  come  to  the  question  as  to  how  to  keep  moving  ahead. 
Moving  ahead  in  academic  circles  is  synonymous  with  greater  academic 
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excellence,  and  as  Dean  Meeder  of  Rutgers  used  to  be  fond  of  saying, 
"Academic  excellence  is  more  of  a  climate  than  a  curriculum."  Certainly 
in  today's  academic  world  the  climate  we  need,  in  fact  which  we  must 
have,  is  one  that  is  free  of  fear,  anxiety,  tensions,  and  violence.  We  must 
have  a  calm,  reasoned  atmosphere  if  we  are  to  have  a  cohesive  aca- 
demic community  in  which  we  can  conduct  meaningful  dialogues,  ex- 
change ideas,  and  engage  in  the  spirit  of  inquiry — one  in  which  the  pro- 
fessor can  teach,  the  student  can  study,  and  the  administrator  can  ad- 
minister. 

Also  related  to  this  climate  is  the  necessity  for  mutual  self-respect 
and  tolerance  of  the  other  person's  point  of  view.  I  have  taken  the  posi- 
tion repeatedly  since  assuming  office  that  the  University  should  not  take 
a  partisan  stand  on  non-education  issues.  For  I  feel  that  just  as  when 
two  people  agree  on  everything  one  of  them  is  doing  all  of  the  think- 
ing, so  when  an  institution  speaks  with  one  voice  one  person  or  one 
faction  is  doing  all  of  the  thinking.  What  we  must  do  is  to  serve  as  a 
forum  for  the  expression  of  a  diversity  of  ideas,  or  to  put  it  another  way 
the  University  should  function  as  an  arena  for  the  confrontation  of  ideas. 

I  also  should  mention  the  recent  statement  of  Walter  Lippmann  that 
the  limit  of  dissent  on  the  college  campus  should  be  that  point  at  which 
the  different  parties  agree  to  discuss  their  differences. 

Finally  a  word  about  the  leadership  role  of  the  president.  I  feel 
that  in  today's  academic  community  the  president  must  recognize  the 
truth  of  the  statement  which  a  Nobel  professor  at  Columbia  University 
once  made  to  that  faculty  to  the  effect  that  "the  faculty  is  the  university." 

I  conceive  of  the  role  of  the  President  as  one  of  stimulating  the 
faculty  to  develop  it's  own  aspirations,  it's  own  programs,  it's  own  goals, 
and  then  of  supporting  them  with  the  resources  of  the  institution. 

I  am  fully  aware  of  the  fact  this  is  Andrew  Carnegie  country  in 
Western  Pennsylvania,  and  the  canny  Scot  once  divulged  that  the  secret 
of  his  success  consisted  in  gathering  around  him  people  who  were  far 
smarter  than  he  was.  That,  I  am  happy  to  report,  has  already  been  token 
care  of  here  at  Indiana. 

I  also  recall  the  advice  which  Herbert  Bayard  Swope,  the  celebrated 
publisher  of  the  New  York  World,  once  gave  to  a  young  reporter  who 
asked  him  what  he  should  do  to  succeed  on  the  staff.  Mr.  Swope  re- 
flected for  a  moment  and  then  replied,  "I  really  don't  think  I  can  tell  you 
how  to  succeed,  but  I  can  tell  you  how  to  fail — and  that  is  to  try  to 
please  everyone".  I  shall  not  even  begin  to  try  to  please  everyone.  Ra- 
ther I  shall  endeavor  to  discharge  my  duties  and  responsibilities  as  presi- 
dent of  this  institution  on  the  basis  of  my  convictions  as  to  what  is  best 
for  it,  in  this  task  I  shall,  of  course,  be  tempered  by  the  collective  wisdom 
and  judgement  of  the  Trustees,  the  faculty,  the  students,  the  alumni,  and 
the  comr..unity.  With  such  collective  help  and  with  our  united  dedication 
I  feel  confident  that  we  can  continue  to  move  ahead  and  that  we  can 
make  of  this  institution  a  full  fledged  University  of  which  the  Common- 
wealth may  justly  be  proud.

Honors  Board  President  John  E.  Davis 


The  president  of  the  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  Board  of 
Trustees,  Dr.  John  E.  Davis,  was  honored  in  a  special  program  Tuesday, 
November  25,  in  Davis  Hall,  the  lUP  Learning-Research  Center,  named 
in  honor  of  Dr.  Davis. 

On  that  occasion.  Lambda  Chi  Alpha  fraternity  presented  to  the 
university  a  portrait  of  Dr.  Davis  that  will  hang  in  the  center. 

Dr.  William  W.  Hassler,  Indiana  president,  received  the  portrait 
painted  by  Dr.  Orville  Kipp,  former  art  department  chairman,  on  behalf 
of  the  university. 

The  brief  program  included  remarks  by  Dr.  Davis,  Dr.  George  A.  W. 
StouflFer,  Jr.,  dean  of  the  School  of  Education,  and  by  Dr.  Lois  C.  Blair, 
director  of  Professional  Laboratory  Experiences. 

In  addition  to  his  Board  of  Trustees  position.  Dr.  Davis  formerly 
served  as  director  of  lUP's  Keith  School,  director  of  student  teaching,  and 
director  of  placement,  as  well  as  acting  president  of  the  university  dur- 
ing the  spring  semester  of  1962. 

He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Central  Western  District  of  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Education  Association  (PSEA)  serving  as  its  secretary 
for  1  2  years  and  its  president  for  two. 
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New  Centrex  Telephone  System 
To  be  Installed  at  Indiana  in  Fall 

Students  at  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  v/ill  be  able  to  dial 
direct  from  their  dormitory  rooms  to  any  part  of  the  university,  as  well  as 
any  place  in  the  nation,  when  a  new  telephone  communications  system, 
known  as  Centrex,  is  put  into  operation  at  the  University  next  fall. 

Bell  Telephone  Company  has  already  begun  preliminary  work  on 
the  new  system  which,  when  completed,  will  further  increase  adminis- 
trative efficiency,  fulfill  student  requests  for  more  telephone  service  and 
lay  the  groundwork  for  possible  expansion  of  university  teaching  services. 

The  Centrex  is  the  first  such  dormitory  facility  for  any  college  or 
university  in  Pennsylvania.  The  installation  will  permit  both  students  and 
university  personnel  to  enjoy  greater  speed  in  calling,  more  privacy,  and, 
for  the  students,  less  waiting  at  coin  telephone  locations. 

The  Centrex  also  will  allow  persons  to  call  students  or  university 
personnel  directly,  without  going  through  the  university  switchboard. 

University  telephones,  but  not  those  in  the  students  rooms,  will  be 
linked  to  a  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  telephone  network  previously 
established  by  Bell.  University  personnel  can  then  place  calls,  without 
toll  charges,  to  the  many  other  state  agencies  which  participate  in  the 
Commonwealth  network. 

The  Centrex  system  is  designed  for  possible  future  use  with  a  learn- 
ing resources  laboratory  from  which  students  would  be  able  to  retrieve, 
in  dormitory  rooms,  lectures  or  various  other  learning  material  contained 
in  computers. 

The  new  communications  service  would  appear  to  make  the  univer- 
sity a  prime  location  for  a  statewide  learning  resources  laboratory  or  a 
part  of  such  a  statewide  system.  Use  of  telephone  lines  to  retrieve  infor- 
mation is,  in  the  view  of  many  educators,  in  its  infancy  and  has  great 
potential  for  future  instruction  and  information  dissemination. 

The  university  now  has  approximately  10,000  students  but  the  Cen- 
trex is  being  designed  for  expansion  to  handle  more  than  15,000  stu- 
dents. 

Initial  plans  call  for  the  telephones  to  be  placed  in  2600  dormitory 
rooms,  plus  480  other  telephones  for  university  use.  All  these  telephones 
will  begin  with  a  new  prefix,  "357," 

Bell  said  the  community  of  Indiana  will  also  benefit  from  work  being 
done  for  the  university.  The  telephone  Company  disclosed  that  two  pro- 
jects it  announced  earlier  this  year  are  a  part  of  an  overall  expenditure 
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of  more  than   $2   million   to  provide  both   the  Centrex  and  further  im- 
provements in  Indiana  area  telephone  service. 

One  phase  is  a  $250,000  project  to  place  a  major  cable  in  under- 
ground conduit  from  the  Bell  central  office  at  625  Church  Street  along 
Oakland  Avenue  (Rt.  286  South)  in  the  direction  of  the  university.  The 
cable  will  handle  present  and  anticipated  growth  demand  for  both  the 
university  and  that  section  of  the  community. 

A  second  phase  is  a  $575,000  addition  to  the  central  office,  which 
has  been  under  construction  since  last  summer.  When  this  is  completed, 
Bell  and  Western  Electric  personnel  will  begin  installing  $1.2  million  in 
equipment  that  will  initially  increase  the  central  office  capacity  by  6800 
lines. 

Alumni  Affairs  Program  at  lUP 
Cited  As  One  Of  Best  In  Nation 

The  alumni  affairs  program  of  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania 
has  been  cited  as  one  of  the  best  in  the  nation  for  having  one  of  the 
most  active  associations  among  265  member  institutions  of  the  American 
Association  of  State  Colleges  and  Universities. 

The  results  of  a  study  completed  during  the  recent  academic  year 
at  Ghico  State  College,  California,  ranked  Indiana  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania among  the  top  nine  institutions  from  the  96  studied.  Factors 
considered  in  the  study  ranged  from  the  availability  of  a  full-time  director 
to  the  services  participated  in  by  college  staflF  and  past  alumni. 

Dr.  Alan  Ostar,  secretary  and  executive  director  of  the  AASCU  said 
in  the  study  ".  .  .  these  institutions  are  turning  to  their  alumni  in  an  effort 
to  attract  needed  supports  to  enrich  the  educational  mix  of  the  campus 
while  building  an  ever  wider  base  of  public  confidence  through  increased 
citizen  understanding,  interest  and  involvement." 

Dorothy  Ramale,  Washington,  D.C.,  is  the  elected  president  of  the 
lUP  Association.  Mary  L.  Esch  is  the  executive  secretary  while  the  publi- 
cation of  the  Alumni  Bulletin  is  coordinated  by  Samuel  Furgiuele,  Director 
of  Public  Relations  at  Indiana  University. 

The  nine  institutions  chosen  as  being  the  best  in  the  country  were 
compared  with  all  others  and  selected  as  having  the  best  balanced  and 
most  successful  alumni  operations  and  programs  at  this  time. 

The  eight  other  institutions  ranking  at  the  top  with  Indiana  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania  are  Shippensburg  State  College,  Pennsylvania; 
Marshall  University,  West  Virginia;  Illinois  State  University;  North  Texas 
State  University;  Wichita  State  University,  Kansas;  Idaho  State  University; 
Bowling  Green  State  University,  Ohio;  and  Ball  State  University,  Indiana. 
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Indiana  Graduate  Directs  Performance 
Of  U.S.  Army  Band  and  Chorus  at  I  UP 

The  United  States  Army  Band,  perhaps  the  most  historic  and  re- 
spected band  in  the  nation,  and  The  United  States  Army  Chorus  appeared 
on  the  university  campus  for  two  performances  January  9  and  10,  1970, 
in  conjunction  with  an  on  campus  meeting  of  the  eastern  division  con- 
ference of  the  College  Band  Directors'  National  Association.. 

Rich  in  tradition,  the  U.  S.  Army  Band  and  Chorus  highlighted  the 
three  day  conference  with  two  performances  in  Indiana  University's 
Fisher  Auditorium. 

Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  greater  Indiana  area 
held  more  than  the  usual  pride  and  identification  with  The  Army  Band 
and  Chorus.  Lt.  Col.  Samuel  Loboda,  the  leader  and  commanding  officer 
of  both  the  Band  and  Chorus,  is  a  native  of  Homer  City  and  a  graduate 
of  Indiana  University. 

In  addition  to  directing  the  two  performances  of  the  Band  and 
Chorus,  Loboda  was  the  guest  conductor  for  a  concert  by  the  University 
Wind  Ensemble,  Saturday,  January  10,  1970  in  Fisher  Auditorium. 

The  fourth  officer  to  hold  his  position,  Lt.  Col.  Loboda  took  command 
in  1964  after  serving  for  many  years  as  executive  officer  and  assistant 
leader  of  the  Band  as  well  as  the  director  of  the  Chorus.  He  is  also  the 
highest  ranking  officer  ever  to  become  leader. 

Loboda  joined  the  Army  Infantry  in  1941  after  graduating  from  lUP, 
and  earned  the  Army  Commendation  Medal  for  his  inventive  improvement 
of  combat  and  intelligence  equipment. 

He  graduated  from  the  Army  Music  School,  Washington,  D.C.,  in 
1943,  and  served  there  as  instructor  and  executive  officer.  Following 
wartime  assignments  in  Japan  and  the  Phillipines,  Loboda  returned  to 
Washington  to  help  guide  the  U.  S.  Army  Band. 

The  originator  of  the  United  States  Army  Chorus,  he  became  Its 
director  in  1956  when  the  40-member  unit  was  officially  recognized  by 
the  Chief  of  Staff  of  the  Army.  From  this  position  he  rose  to  his  role  as 
leader  and  commanding  officer  of  The  Band  and  Chorus. 

Along  with  writing  special  signature  music  and  original  concert 
pieces  for  the  programs,  Loboda  has  expanded  the  broadcasting  and 
performing  schedule  of  both  The  Band  and  Chorus. 

Lt.  Col.  Loboda's  composing  has  brought  the  Homer  City  native 
numerous  awards  and  commendations.  His  "Kiwanis  Anniversary  March" 
was  officially  adopted  by  that  organization  on  its  fortieth  birthday  and 
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"For  God  And  Country"  has  become  the  oflFidal  march  of  the  American 
Legion. 

A  special  request  by  the  101st  Airborne  Division  for  whom  the  U.S. 
Army  Bond  performed  in  1945  when  the  101st  received  a  Presidential 
Citation  from  then  General  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower,  and  the  Band's  com- 
rades in  arms  at  the  Battle  of  the  Bulge,  brought  forth  Loboda's  stirring 
"Screaming  Eagle  March." 


Foreign  Students  At  University 
From  Nineteen  Different  Countries 

Nineteen  different  countries  are  represented  on  the  foreign  student 
roster  at  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

According  to  Dr.  E.  W.  Bieghler,  foreign  student  advisor,  the  uni- 
versity has  23  foreign  students  enrolled  for  the  fall  term,  1969-70,  in- 
cluding eight  beginning  their  initial  semester  at  Indiana. 

Argentina  has  the  largest  representative  of  any  one  country  with 
three,  followed  by  the  Philippines,  Trinidad,  and  Korea  with  two  each. 

Other  countries  with  students  studying  at  lUP  are  India,  Austria, 
Chile,  ^China,  Canal  Zone,  Sierra  Leone,  Taiwan,  Iran,  Japan,  Great 
Britain,  Swaziland,  Colombia,  Netherlands,  and  Hong  Kong. 

American  Chemical  Society  Cites 
I  UP  Chapter  Third  Consecutive  Year 

For  the  third  consecutive  year  the  Indiana  University  Student  Affiliate 
Chapter  of  the  American  Chemical  Society  has  been  honored  by  its 
parent  group.

Ov/ned  Institutions  of  Higher  Education  in  Pennsylvania,  elected  the  fol- 
lowing officers  along  with  Furgiuele:  Vice-President,  Donald  G.  Ernako- 
vich,  Shippensburg;  Secretary,  Ralph  Kraft,  Millersville;  Treasurer,  Janice 
W.  Etshied,  West  Chester. 

In  addition  to  the  election  of  ofTicers,  the  Council  adopted  a  budget 
for  1969-70  of  $4,200,  set  the  69-70  dues  at  $300  per  alumni  associa- 
tion, appointed  an  auditing  committee,  expressed  its  appreciation  to  Mr. 
Edward  H.  Young,  Council  president  for  the  past  two  years,  and  drafted 
a  letter  of  congratulations  to  Mr.  James  Rowland,  first  president  of  the 
State  Alumni  Council,  on  his  election  as  president  of  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  State  Boards  of  Education  and  his  selection  by  the  Institute  of 
International  Studies  of  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education  for  a  program  of 
foreign  study. 

Council  also  set  January  30  for  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council  at 
Carlisle,  Pennsylvania. 

Following  the  September  Council  meeting,  Furgiuele,  J.  Bracken 
Burns,  lUP  Student  Government  president;  and  Karen  Binkley,  lUP  Repre- 
sentative; represented  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  at  the  after- 
noon meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association  of  State  Col- 
lege Organizations    (ASCO). 

Twenty-six  members  and  guests  attended  the  meeting,  adopting  the 
treasurer's  report,  commenting  on  the  legislative  situation  of  House  Bill 
999  and  1365,  accepting  budget  reports  of  member  organizations  of 
ASCO,  and  electing  officers. 

J.  Bracken  Burns,  lUP  Student  Government  President  was  elected 
secretary  along  with  Chairman,  Charles  Keller;  Vice-Chariman,  Edward 
H.  Young;  and  Treasurer,  Mervin  Sneath. 

The  committee  also  discussed  a  report  concerning  proposed  by-laws. 
After  discussion  and  voting  on  amendments,  the  by-laws  were  adopted 
as  amended. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  set  for  January 
31,  1970  at  Carlisle,  Pennsylvania. 
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President  Hassler  Authors  Article 
In  AMERICAN  HISTORY  ILLUSTRATED 

Dr,  William  W.  Hassler,  president  of  Indiana  University,  has  au- 
thored an  article  entitled  "Turning  Point  at  Bushy  Run"  that  appeared  in 
the  October  issue  of  American  History  Illustrated. 

In  his  writing.  Dr.  Hassler  tells  how  "an  improvised  flour-bag  field 
work  and  an  ingenious  tactical  ruse  enabled  Colonel  Henry  Bouquet  and 
400  redcoats  to  check  Pontiac's  'conspiracy'  which  in  1763  threatened  to 
exterminate  the  British  and  Americans  west  of  the  Alleghenies." 

After  setting  the  scene  in  the  western  half  of  Pennsylvania  in  1763, 
and  specifically  at  the  beseiged  Fort  Pitt,  Dr.  Hassler  relates  the  story  of 
Bouquet's  rescue  mission  and  its  journey  westward  from  Carlisle  toward 
the  confrontation  with  the  Indians  at  Bushy  Run. 

He  concludes  that  "the  significance  of  the  battle  far  exceeded  the 
magnitude  of  the  numbers  involved,  which  altogether  totaled  only  about 
1000  combatants  because  Bouquet's  stunning  victory  at  Bushy  Run, 
coupled  with  his  reinforcement  of  Fort  Pitt,  broke  the  eastern  thrust  of 
Pontiac's  offensive." 

According  to  Dr.  Hassler,  had  Bouquet  failed  to  stem  the  red  tide, 
the  BritTsh  would  have  had  to  weigh  whether  the  West  was  worth  raising 
and  risking  another  expeditionary  force  to  reconquer  it. 

Dr.  Hassler's  historical  writings  also  include  three  Civil  War  Biog- 
raphies, A.  P.  Hill — Lee's  Forgotten  General,  Colonel  John  Pelham,  and 
The  General  to  His  Lady.  Other  historical  works  include  magazine  and 
newspaper  articles  on  Civil  War  topics  and  the  Johnstown  Flood  that 
have  appeared  in  the  New  York  Times,  the  National  Observer,  and  the 
Civil  War  Times  Illustrated. 

Argentine  Student  Exchange  Program 
Initiated  At  Indiana  In  January 

An  inter-American  student  exchange  program,  involving  the  ex- 
change of  students  between  Indiana  University  and  Argentina,  has  been 
brought  to  lUP  by  Dr.  Edward  Beighler. 

In  1969's  initial  exchange,  just  one  student  from  each  country  was 
exchanged.  However,  the  program  for  1970  will  probably  involve  at 
least  15  students  in  each  group. 
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The  Argentina  students  will  come  to  Indiana  in  January  and  remain 
until  the  middle  of  March,  a  period  coinciding  with  the  first  half  of  the 
spring  semester  at  lUP.  In  July  and  August,  Indiana  students  will  visit 
Argentina. 

Traveling  to  the  South  American  country  with  the  students  will  be 
Miss  Isolde  Henninger,  assistant  chairman  of  lUP's  foreign  language  de- 
partment. She  has  lived  and  studied  in  another  South  American  country, 
Brazil,  for  four  years.  As  an  added  duty  Miss  Henninger  will  plan  an 
orientation  program  for  students  involved  in  the  exchanges. 

In  addition,  students  Gale  Zahniser  and  Charles  Taormina  head  a 
student  committee  which  will  seek  academic  and  social  hosts  for  each 
Argentine  visitor  and  coordinate  off  campus  visits. 

Although  the  visiting  students  will  live  and  study  on  the  lUP  campus 
during  their  stay,  it  is  hoped  that  host  families  from  the  community  will 
volunteer  to  entertain  them  at  various  times  in  order  that  each  student 
can  come  to  know  an  American  family.  lUP  students  will  be  provided 
similar  experiences  in  Buenos  Aires.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ray  Blose  and  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Joseph  Reschini  of  the  Community  Advisory  Board  of  the  Center  for 
International  Studies  will  conduct  an  organizational  meeting  for  families 
hosting  Argentine  guests. 

X-Country  Team  Closes  Season 
With  Outstanding  12-3  Record 

The  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  cross  country  team  closed 
out  its  second  outstanding  season  under  the  direction  of  coach  Dr.  Lou 
Sutton,  finishing  with  a  12-3  slate.  Coupled  with  last  year's  10-3  mark, 
it  gives  Sutton  an  overall  record  of  22-6  in  his  first  two  years  as  coach. 

In  addition  to  their  12-3  dual  meet  record  for  1969,  the  Big  Indians 
took  second  place  in  the  district  NAIA  meet  for  the  second  consecutive 
year  and  managed  fifth  place  against  a  rugged  field  of  teams  in  the 
Penn-Ohio  cross  country  championship  meet. 

The  Tribe's  wins  came  over  Saint  Francis,  Saint  Vincent,  Waynesburg, 
Allegheny  Community  College,  Juniata,  University  of  Pittsburgh  Johns- 
town Center,  Carnegie  Mellon,  Clarion,  Point  Park,  and  Grove  City. 

lUP's  losses  came  against  Point  Park,  California,  and  Slippery  Rock. 

Freshmen  carried  the  brunt  of  the  load  for  Indiana  this  year,  led  by 
Jacob  Sorg  of  Saint  Mary's.  Sorg  consistently  placed  among  the  top  five 
in  the  dual  meets  and  captured  eighth  place  in  the  district  NAIA  affair. 

Among  the  other  top  performers  were  freshmen  Ray  Parenti  of 
Bridgeville,  Doug  Canan  of  Washington,  Don  Slusser  of  Pittsburgh,  Bill 
Hampton  of  North  East,  and  junior  Bob  Toolin  of  Churchill. 
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Public  Colleges  and  Universities  Group 
Elects  William  W.  Hassler  President 

The  president  of  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania,  Dr.  William  W. 
Hassler,  recently  attended  the  73rd  annual  meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Universities  (PACU). 

At  the  Philadelphia  conference.  Dr.  Hassler  v/as  elected  president 
of  the  Association's  Commission  for  Public  Colleges  and  Universities,  a 
group  v/hich  deals  with  issues  and  problems  in  these  institutions. 

The  general  program  theme  of  the  annual  meeting  was  "Innovation 
in  Higher  Education:  in  Purpose,  Governance,  and  Process." 


Dean  Ralph  W.  Cordier  Appointed 
To  Foundation  Board  Of  Advisors 

Dr.  Ralph  W.  Cordier,  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs  of  Indiana  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania,  was  appointed  to  the  Board  of  Advisors  of  the 
Japan  International  Christian  University  Foundation  last  spring.  The  in- 
ternational Christian  University  of  Japan  founded  in  Tokyo  a  number  of 
years  ago  has  an  enrollment  of  over  10,000  students  representing  many 
countries  of  the  world. 

The  American  Board  of  Advisors,  comprised  of  fifty  American  edu- 
cators and  lay  leaders,  provides  the  sponsorship  of  the  University  in  the 
United  States.  The  Board  was  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Dr.  Ralph  W. 
Sockman,  noted  clergyman  of  New  York,  since  its  inception  and  until  this 
fall  when  he  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Andrew  W.  Cordier,  President  of 
Columbia  University,  brother  of  Dr.  R.  W.  Cordier. 

More  recently.  Dr.  R.  W.  Cordier  has  been  appointed  to  the  Advisory 
Board  of  the  National  Book  Committee  with  headquarters  in  New  York. 
The  Committee  conducts  surveys,  inquiries,  and  conferences  focused  on 
problems  which  affect  the  public  interest  in  the  free  flow  of  ideas,  in- 
formation-access and  education.  The  Committee  administers  the  National 
Book  Awards,  sponsors  the  National  Medal  for  Literature  and  the  Na- 
tional Library  Week  Program,  the  latter  in  cooperation  with  the  American 
Library  Association.  Under  a  federal  grant,  the  Committee  is  establishing 
twelve  centers  across  the  country  for  the  evaluation  and  selection  of 
reading  materials  by  schools,  colleges  and  lay  groups. 
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Dr.  Cordier  also  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  National 
Council  for  the  Social  Studies  during  Thanksgiving  week  in  Houston, 
Texas,  where  he  attended  sessions  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  which  he 
is  a  member.  During  the  week  he  chaired  a  committee  that  conferred  with 
convention  bureau  representatives  from  Portland,  San  Francisco,  Tulsa, 
Milwaukee,  Atlanta,  Chicago,  Philadelphia  and  Boston  to  determine  the 
schedule  of  annual  meetings  for  the  Council  over  the  next  five  years. 

Foundations  Of  Education  Chairman 
Travels  To  Europe  For  Seminars 

Dr.  Don-chean  Chu,  acting  chairman  of  the  foundations  of  education 
department  at  Indiana  University,  has  completed  a  series  of  international 
education  seminars  in  Europe. 

For  the  seminars.  Dr.  Chu  traveled  to  Finland,  the  Soviet  Union, 
Czechoslovakia,  and  Spain. 

In  the  respective  nations  his  topics  were  "University  Students  and 
National  Democratic  Reform  in  the  Soviet  Union,"  "University  Students 
and  Social  Reform  in  the  Soviet  Union,"  "University  Students  and  Nation- 
alistic and  Democratic  Communism  in  Czechoslovakia,"  and  "University 
Students  and  Democratic  Reform  in  Spain." 

1969  Football  Program  Comes  To  Close 
With  Impressive  8-1  Season  Record 

Indiana  University  closed  out  its  8-1  football  season  by  appropri- 
ately blanking  Wilkes,  14-0,  as  the  lUP  defense  ended  the  year  with 
fewer  points  yielded  than  in  any  other  season  in  head  coach  Chuck 
Klausing's  regime  that  began  in  1964. 

Nine  opponents  managed  just  67  points,  an  average  of  7.4  per 
game.  And,  except  for  the  56  points  given  up  by  Chuck  Mills'  1962  squad 
in  eight  games,  a  7.0  average,  this  year's  defensive  unit,  coached  by  as- 
sistants Ed  Receski  and  Bill  Neal,  sacrificed  fewer  points  to  opponents 
than  any  other  lUP  team  since  1941,  when  46  markers  were  scored. 

Of  the  nine  touchdowns  scored  against  the  Indians,  only  two  came 
on  the  ground.  Of  the  67  points,  39  were  scored  in  the  final  quarter  when 
lUP  generally  had  the  games  wrapped  up  and  substitutes  were  seeing 
action. 
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The  defensive  unit  consisted  of  ends  Dave  Smith  and  Jack  Neptune, 
tackles  Bob  Pastine,  Tony  Ferrari  and  John  Builington,  middle  guard  Tom 
Rogish,  linebackers  Sam  Patti  and  Dave  Weber,  and  deep  backs  Barry 
Ruffner,  Chuck  Hasse,  Mo  Smith,  Bob  Basehore  and  Dan  Cox.  Tailback 
Larry  Mosilovich  led  lUP's  offense  v/ith  597  yards  gained  and  five  TD's. 
Quarterback  Wally  Blucas  connected  on  46  per  cent  of  his  passes  for 
1045  yards  and  six  touchdowns. 

Dave  Smith,  flanker-back,  was  Blucas'  favorite  target,  receiving  33 
passes  for  485  yards  and  three  touchdowns. 

Dan  Cox,  tailback  and  cornerback,  led  the  Big  Indians  in  scoring 
with  74  points,  followed  by  Blucas  with  38. 

The  lUP  offense  rolled  up  246  points  for  the  season  to  its  opponents' 
67  points  total. 

With  its  third  straight  one-defeat  campaign  under  Klausing,  Indiana 
has  recorded  a  47-10  mark  for  an  .825  winning  percentage. 

Tickets  For  Home  Basketball  Games 
Restricted  Due  To  Limited  Seating 

Due  to  the  inadequate  seating  capacity  and  in  keeping  with  fire 
regulations  at  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  Memorial  Field  House, 
the  University  has  adopted  the  following  policy  for  home  basketball 
games. 

For  all  basketball  contests  other  than  those  which  occur  during  Uni- 
versity vacations,  it  is  necessary  for  students  to  present  both  an  l-card 
and  a  ticket  to  gain  admission.  An  l-card  alone  does  not  carry  this  priv- 
ilege. 

Holders  of  l-cards  may  pick  up  tickets  for  home  contests  on  a  first- 
come-first-served  basis  at  the  service  desk  of  the  Student  Union  beginning 
three  days  prior  to  the  scheduled  game  and  until  3:00  p.m.  of  the  day 
of  the  contests. 

Any  remaining  tickets  will  be  made  available  at  the  Field  House 
ticket  office  before  the  game  to  students  who  possess  an  l-card  and  to 
the  general  public  at  a  price  yet  to  be  established  by  the  University. 

Reserved  season  tickets  will  be  made  available  for  purchase  by  the 
general  public,  but  the  university  has  authorized  the  sale  of  only  100 
such  tickets.  An  additional  100  tickets  have  been  alloted  for  distribution 
to  the  visiting  school. 

General  policy  already  established  which  governs  the  use  of  com- 
plimentary l-cards  and  complimentary  tickets  will  continue  in  force  for 
all  home  basketball  games.

Educational  FM  Radio  Station 
Begins  Broadcasting  At  I  UP 

Operating  under  the  call  letters  WIUP-FM,  Indiana  University  of 
Pennsylvania's  educational  FM  radio  station  has  begun  programming  with 
the  first  open  circuit  radio  broadcast  in  the  school's  history. 

At  one  time,  lUP  operated  a  closed-circuit  station  limited  to  the 
campus  area  only.  The  new  station,  however,  broadcasts  over  the  air 
waves  with  a  power  of  1,000  watts  giving  WIUP-FM  an  effective  listening 
range  of  30  miles. 

Operating  from  studies  in  Davis  Hall  and  working  with  equipment 
donated  by  the  University  Foundation,  23  undergraduate  volunteers  keep 
the  station  functioning  from  4  p.m.  to  11:10  p.m.,  Monday  through  Fri- 
day. 

Non-commercial  WIUP-FM,  broadcasting  at  91.3  on  the  FM  dial,  is 
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directed  by  Lawrence  Bergman,  head  of  the  Learning  Resources  Center; 
William  McCavitt,  coordinator  of  radio  and  television  and  station  general 
manager;  and  Richard  Madden,  faculty  program  director. 

The  radio  station  is  designed  to  provide  practical  experience  in 
broadcasting  while  serving  as  a  communications  outlet  for  the  Indiana 
student  body  as  well  as  a  cultural,  educational,  and  informational  medio 
for  surrounding  communities  and  public  schools. 

One  of  the  first  significant  events  broadcast  was  the  inauguration  of 
Dr.  William  W.  Hassler  as  Indiana's  president  which  WIUP-FM  carried 
live  in  its  entirety. 

Plans  for  the  future  include  expansion  of  coverage  and  an  increased 
program  schedule  and  a  power  increase  to  40,000  watts,  a  step  that 
would  make  the  station  one  of  the  most  powerful  campus  radio  stations 
in  Pennsylvania. 

ROTC  Week  Recognized  At  Indiana 

The  week  of  October  19-25  was  recognized  as  ROTC  Week  at  Indi- 
ana University  and  in  the  community  of  Indiana. 

The  mayor  of  Indiana,  C.  Wilmer  Johnston,  proclaimed  the  week  as 
Army  ROTC  Week  in  honor  of  the  150th  anniversary  of  the  program. 

^A  feature  of  the  week's  activities  was  an  Army  ROTC  Night  at  Uni- 
versity Park  Plaza.  Part  of  lUP's  1,500  man  brigade  was  on  hand  as  well 
as  the  ROTC  band,  the  Pershing  Rifles'  drill  team,  the  girls'  drill  team, 
and  the  Kaydeens.  In  addition,  the  cadets  presented  Ranger  training 
demonstrations  and  Army  exhibits. 

The  ROTC  Week  concluded  at  the  Indiana-Slippery  Rock  football 
game  in  Miller  Stadium.  The  brigade  of  cadets  passed  in  review  on  the 
field  prior  to  the  kickoff,  presenting  arms  while  the  national  anthem  was 
played.  During  the  game,  the  cadets  formed  a  card  section  and  led  the 
cheering. 

Dr.  Richard  Heiges  Authors  Book 

Dr.  Richard  F.  Heiges,  chairman  of  the  political  science  department 
at  Indiana  University  is  the  author  of  a  volume  entitled  "Test  Manual: 
Government  By  The  People"  published  recently  by  Prentice-Hall,  Inc. 

This  book,  containing  nearly  2,000  objective  questions,  is  geared 
closely  to  "Government  By  The  People,"  the  most  widely  used  college 
text  in  the  basic  American  government  course.  The  manual  was  prepared 
by  Dr.  Heiges  at  the  invitation  of  the  book's  two  authors.  Dr.  Jack  W. 
Peltason,  chancellor,  University  of  Illinois,  and  Dr.  James  McGregor 
Burns,  Williams  College. 
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Joining  the  Indiana  political  science  staff  in  1961,  Dr.  Heiges  has 
headed  the  department  as  chairman  since  it  was  organized  in  1966. 
Under  his  leadership  the  department  has  instituted  a  nationally  recog- 
nized experimental  program  in  the  basic  government  course  which  em- 
phasizes individual  study  and  combines  large  group  meetings  and  small 
discussion  groups. 

During  the  current  semester  Dr.  Heiges  is  directing  a  series  of  sem- 
inars for  50  local  government  officials.  This  program,  which  features 
recognized  state  leaders,  has  been  made  possible  by  a  federal  grant 
awarded  to  Indiana  as  the  result  of  a  proposal  submitted  by  Dr.  Heiges. 

Noted  Composer  Wm.  Schuman  Featured 
At  I  UP  Contemporary  Music  Festival 

The  fifth  annual  Contemporary  Music  Festival  at  Indiana  University 
was  held  in  Fisher  Auditorium  on  the  lUP  campus,  Monday  and  Tuesday, 
November  17-18. 

During  the  two-day  festival  lUP  music  groups  and  organizations 
performed  some  of  the  compositions  of  Dr.  William  Schuman,  who  in  turn 
spoke  in  public  meetings,  took  part  in  a  symposium  and  attended  con- 
certs of  his  chamber,  vocal,  and  instrumental  music. 

Schuman  compositions  include  nine  symphonies,  overtures,  concertos, 
and  other  works  for  orchestra  in  addition  to  numerous  compositions  for 
chorus,  band,  chamber  music,  ballet,  and  an  opera  "The  Mighty  Casey." 
Compositions  are  published  and  many  are  recorded. 

Honorary  doctorates  from  17  institutions  of  higher  learning,  num- 
erous prizes,  citations  and  important  commissions  testify  to  Schuman's 
reputation  as  a  composer.  Among  his  awards  are  two  Guggenheim  Fel- 
lowships and  the  first  Pulitzer  Prize  for  music. 

Contracts  Awarded  For  Conversion 
Of  Keith  School  To  Classroom  Building 

Contracts  totaling  $180,957  for  the  conversion  of  the  Keith  Labora- 
tory School  to  a  classroom  building  at  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania 
have  been  awarded. 

According  to  James  D.  Logan,  executive  director  of  the  General 
State  Authority,  Landau  Brother's  Building  Company  of  Pittsburgh  has 
been  awarded  the  general  construction  at  a  cost  of  $85,405. 
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A  &  B  Heating  &  Plumbing  Company  of  New  Castle  will  handle  the 
heating  and  ventilating  for  $67,552,  and  E.  D.  Fry  &  Son,  Punxsutawney 
will  do  the  electrical  work  at  a  cost  of  $28,000. 

Work  plans  provide  for  construction  of  office  partitions,  renovation 
of  electrical  wiring  and  repairing  of  plaster  and  concrete.  The  project 
will  consist  of  the  conversion  of  locker  rooms  to  classrooms,  the  gym  to 
a  lecture  room  and  the  demonstration  room  to  a  small  auditorium. 

The  repairing  of  floor  tile,  wall  materials  and  ceiling  tile  will  be  un- 
dertaken as  required. 

Designed  by  Trefry  Associates,  Butler,  the  project,  which  will  include 
air-conditioning  for  the  building,  is  scheduled  for  completion  by  Jan- 
uary 30,  1970. 

I  UP  Soccermen  End  First  Season 
With  Record  Of  5  Wins,  3  Losses 

The  Indiana  University  of  Pennsylvania  soccer  team  concluded  its 
first  season  with  a  record  of  five  wins  and  three  losses,  quite  an  accom- 
plishment for  coach  Vince  Celtnieks  and  his  group  of  Big  Indian  soccer- 
men. 

•^Although  the  members  of  the  squad  had  never  played  together  be- 
fore as  a  unit  and  few  of  them  even  had  experience  on  the  soccer  field 
in  high  school,  the  Tribe  developed  quickly,  shutting  out  their  opponents 
in  the  first  two  contests  and  rolling  on  to  an  outstanding  record  for  a 
first-year  team. 

Indiana  wins  came  over  Point  Park,  Edinboro,  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh  Johnstown  Center,  and  Gannon.  The  three  lUP  setbacks  were 
against  Alliance,  Carnegie  Mellon,  and  Saint  Vincent. 

The  Big  Indians  were  led  by  Jorge  de  la  Maria,  a  native  of  Brazil. 
De  la  Maria  finished  the  season  as  the  team's  leading  scorer  with  six 
goals  and  two  assists  and  proved  to  be  the  key  man  for  coach  Celtnieks 
all  season. 

Following  behind  de  la  Maria  in  goal  scoring  were  Clymer's  Frank 
Schatko  and  Sierra  Leone's  Galia  Kallon  with  three  apiece,  Delaware 
Valley's  Bruce  ChalefF  with  two,  and  Manchester's  Arnie  Garikow,  North 
Versailles'  Kurt  Backstrom,  and  Mt.  Lebanon's  Bob  George  with  one  each.

The  Fall  Semi-Annual  Luncheon 
of  the  New  York  City  Unit  of  the 
General  Alumni  of  Indiana  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  was  held 
on  October  25,  1969,  at  The  Top 
of  the  Sixes,  New  York  City. 

The  invocation  was  given  by 
Mrs.  Theodore  Haible  (Sallv 
Winters).  Following  a  delicious 
meal,  President  Oran  Overly  wel- 
comed the  group  and  told  of  his 
returning  to  the  I.  U.  P.  Home- 
coming activities.  He  then  called 
on  the  following  individuals  who 
spoke  briefly:  Mrs.  J.  K.  Campbell 
(Helen  Lightcap),  Mrs.  Bessie 
Wherry  Noe,  Mrs.  Theodore  Hai- 
ble, Mrs.  Raymond  Hunt  (Millie 
Mumau),  and  Mr.  Warren  Christ- 
man. 

The  honored  guests  of  the  day 
were  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Willis  E.  Pratt. 
Doctor  Pratt,  who  was  named 
Chancellor  Emeritus  on  January 
1,  1969,  expressed  interesting  re- 
marks on  the  growth  of  Indiana 
since  he  first  came  there  in  July, 
1948.  At  that  time  Indiana  was  a 
State  Teachers  College,  having  an 
enrollment  of  approximately 
1400,  a  faculty  of  87,  and  eight 
major  buildings  located  on  the 
campus  of  160  acres.  Today,  the 
only  state-owned  university  in  the 
Commonwealth,  Indiana  has  an 
enrollment  of  9,000  students  and 
a  faculty  of  545.  In  December, 
1965,  it  became  the  Indiana  Uni- 
versity   of    Pennsylvania.    It    now 


has  seventeen  instructional  build- 
ings, fourteen  auxiliary  buildings, 
sixteen  state-owned  dormitories, 
and  twenty  privately-owned  dor- 
mitories. 

Doctor  Pratt  also  remarked  that 
in  1948  the  library  contained 
thirty  thousand  volumes  with  on 
annual  expenditure  of  $1,000  per 
year,  while  today  the  Stabley 
Library  contains  350,000  volumes 
with  an  annual  expenditure  of 
$400,000  per  year.  He  asked  the 
group  to  continue  making  contri- 
butions to  the  Annual  Giving 
Fund  and  to  consider  ways  and 
means  in  which  they  might  sup- 
port the  Foundation.  He  said  that 
the  most  important  characteristic 
of  Indiana  lies  not  in  its  phe- 
nomenal growth  but  in  the  main- 
tenance of  its  high  ideals  of  aca- 
demic excellence  for  which  it  has 
always  been  known. 

At  the  close  of  Dr.  Pratt's  mes- 
sage, it  was  moved  by  Grace  Gal- 
ley and  seconded  unanimously 
that  Doctor  and  Mrs.  Willis  E. 
Pratt  be  made  honorary  members 
of  the  New  York  City  Unit  of  the 
Alumni  Association  of  the  Indiana 
University  of  Pennsylvania. 

It  was  moved  by  Lillian  Fire- 
stone Lehrich  and  seconded  by 
Millie  Mumau  Hunt  that  we  re- 
tain our  same  officers.  The  mo- 
tion carried.  The  continuing  offi- 
cers are  Oran  Overly,  president; 
Warren  Christman,  first-vice  presi- 
dent; Guy  H.   Foster,  second-vice 
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president;  Irene  B.  Suddaby,  sec- 
retary; and  Bessie  Wherry  Noe, 
treasurer. 

The  group  adjourned  with 
plans  to  meet  again  at  the  same 
place  on  Saturday,  April  25, 
1970.
